Not
everyone	in	our	city	has	fiber	available	yet	though,	and	still	depends	on	their	DSL	service.

America's	copper	cables	were	installed	and	regulated	as	a	common	good	because	public	resources
and	right	of	ways	supported	their	installation	and	maintenance,	of	by	companies	that	were	protected
government	protected	monopolies.	

We	must	protect	competition	in	the	internet	and	phone	business.	We	must	protect	consumers	against
price	hikes	for	internet	and	telephone	service	that	only	competition	prevents.	We	must	not	allow
monopolies	that	were	once	broken	up	to	form	again.
